Successive spokes- 
men for the Government have 
polnted out that the price of 
silver should naturally follow 
the trend of: commodity prices 
generally. The suggestions once 
made that the economic depres- 
sion could be partly attacked by 
dealing with silver as a separate 
issue were bluntly dismissed by 
Mr. Philip (now Viscount) 
Snowden and Mr, Ramsay Mac- 
Donald. The ‘only decision 
reached at the ill-fated Lon- 
don Conference was embodied 
in the Silver Agreement, the 
modesty of its provisions re- 
markebly robutting the ex- 
travagant claims put forward by | 
the silver interests in rogard to |, 
the value of such an instrument | 
in modifying British policy. All 
is grist for the silver champions? 
mill. ‘The empiricism — which 
necessarily has played so large 
part in President Roosevel 
Recovery Campaign opened up 
to thom more pleasant vistas. 
The President was not unaware 
of the political advantage to be 
gained from the support of the 
silver-producing interests. He 
naturally felt it incumbent on 
him to listen sympathetically to 
Senator Pittman and others of 
the same turn of mind. Un- 
fortunately the good Senator h 

a flair for publicity. With him 
‘one swallow makes more than a 
summer : it represents blue ski 
and long days of gleaming silver 
sunshine. So each Presidential 
nod has been to him more 
eloquent than Lord Burleigh 
The attendant newspaper corre 
pondents have caught the Sen 
tor’s frenzy and dreams of 
delight have been woven on the 
wires for the eager speculators. 


This journal has long ven- 
tured to introduce some prosaic 
facts into this glamorous panto- 
mime. Now the joke is wearing 
thin and Mr. Tsuyee Pei, voicing 
clearly the apprehensions of 
Chinese bankers, has called a 
halt. Mr. Shaw, examining the 
matter from the point of view 
of China’s interests, feels that 
Mr. Tsuyee Pei js’ right and 
should be supported.

necessary, should present no 
dificulty from the point of view 
of available space. While civil 
engineering and building science 
will be fully catered for the 
other technical subjects to be 
taught have vot to be decided on, 
the dominating 
factor which will contribute to 
any such decision will include 
‘considerations as the relative 
demand for such tuition and the 
cost of the necessary equipment, 

‘The question of education in 
Shanghai may very well always 
prove a dificult one. ‘The full 
organization of an educational 
‘system supported out of public 
funds in the International Settle- 
ment would tend to place a 
burden upon the ratepayers 
which they might not find any 
too comfortable. Thus, while 
much is being done for elemen- 
tary education, and much. more 
Prospect, some assistance will 
iecessarily have to be found in 
other directions. ‘Therein lies 
the value of the Lester Bequest 
fo Shanghai, and more parti- 
cularly is this so in this instance 
because of the decision of the 
‘Trustees which makes the two 
institutions a combined unit for 
the purpose of giving technical 
education along lines which 
hitherto it has not been found 
possible to do. From the in- 
formation which. appears in a 
supplement accompanying this 
sue it i cleat that the new 
indertakings will be equipped in 
the best possible manner, and 
‘that they will commence ‘their 
lives of use to the community 
much better fitted for the work 
than have been many of their 
forerunners in other countries. 
‘The departure will be watched 
with the greatest possible in- 
terest by those who have the 
spreading of western education 
in China at heart.

‘The Report of the Committee 
appointed by the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Couneil to inquire into 
the rickshaw problem should be 
read in full. Tt is a workman: 
like document and testifies to 
the thoroughness and zeal of 
the Chairman and his Foreign 
and Chinese colleagues. Two 
‘thoughtful minutes of dissent 
are récorded, but they do not 
weaken the general unanimity of 
the Committee. Indeed” they 
implicitly show how strong. is 
the case for the reform which 
the Council is now impelled to 
fake into careful consideration. 
The rt does not mince 
matters. It is exceedingly out- 
spoken and the Hongs which are 
responsible under the. present 
system for the renting of rick- 
shaws, do not come at all well 
out of the inquiry, Tt also 
‘seems that the Council itself has 
not always been as alert as it 
should have been. It has un- 
wisely acquiesced in the growth 
of gross, if unforeseen, abuses 
under the limitation of ‘licences 

















Cooper Commission.

Presentatives were appointed, 
This statement is made on the 
authority of the Hongs’ spokes- 
man; it is not contradicted by 
the Committee, who. presumably 
had access to’ official views on 
the subject.

In 
essence the problem is not that 
of Shanghai but that of China. 
The breakdown of rural economy 
in Kiangsu has been directly 
responsible for the invasion of 
Shanghai by superfluous labour 
which has been grossly exploited.

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A PATRIOT KING 
Feb. 19. 

Grief, tinged almost with 
dismay, will mark. the world’s 
reception of the news of the 
untimely death of King Albert I 
of Belgium. For nearly a 
quarter of a century he had 
reigned on the throne to which 
his grandfather, Prince Leopold 
of Saxe-Coburg, a3 Leopold J, 
was elected by the National 
Congress of newly-independent 
Belgium on June 4, 1831. Care- 
fully trajned for his high posi- 
tion, from the moment, that the 
death of his elder "brother, 
Prince Baldwin in. 1891, made 
him heir presumptive ‘to his 
uncle, Leopold Il, King Albert 
came’ to the throné at the age of 
34, in the fullness of his man- 
hood’s powers. He retained 
them and turned thom to great 
account for his country and the 
cause it espoused, through a 
period of unexampled strain and 
tragedy. For in less than five 
years from his accession, 
Belgium had to face the momei 
tous question put to her by the 
invading German hordes. Under 
the leadership of her King she 
proudly answered it with a 
gallantry and devotion which, 
perhaps, the present. seeneration 
is apt to forget. She was over- 
run ‘and occupied by the enem; 
her Government and her Army 
had to move to foreign soil; her 
people became refugees in neigh- 
bouring Iands or had to submit 
to the relentless regime of the 
Government of Occupation. In 
the words of the famous cartoon, 
King Albert was confronted with 

("Joss of everything 
‘saved his soul” and, 
with it, Belgium. He had left 
Antwerp only just in time to 
avoid capture’ and, with the 
remants of the Belgian. Army, 
he established: himself in per- 
sonal command of them on the 
banks of Yser. His gracious 
Consort, Queen Elizabeth, re- 
mained ‘with him as a hospital 
nurse at La Panne. His son and 
heir, Prinee Leopold, Duke of 
Brabant, served with’ the 12th 
Regiment as a private soldier, 
by his father’s special request. 
The Belgian Army was recon 
tuted and its officers trained in 
French military colleges. ‘This 
it of fortitude and 
resistance was in overy respect 
worthy of the country for whom, 
in occupied Belgium, there were 
men, like the aged 31, Visart de 
Bocerme, burgomaster of Bruges 
and M.’ Max, burgomaster of 
Brussels, to maintain the 
national ‘morale, 

Revival of those memories is 
essential to one purpose and one 
purpose only. It affords con- 
vincing proof of the qualities of 
the King whose loss to-day his 
people and. the world must 
mourn. For four terrible years 
it could not but have been felt 
that Belgium's fateful choice, 
under King Albert's leadership, 
had brought upon her death, 
misery and destruction almost 
to the point of extinction, Yet 
never, it seems, did confidence 
in him falter. When, after, the 
Armistice, the superhuman task 
of reconstruction had to be faced 
by the little country, with what 
sometimes must have seemed to 
her to. be negligent sympathy 
from: her wartime Allies, King 
Albert proved as acceptable a 
Tender in peace as in war. His 
own intense patriotism inspired 
a fusion of the three political 
parties during the War and for 
the early stages of the re- 
constructional effort. His Queen 
and he, by their close contacts 
with ail communities and all 
localities, made themselves 
unerring’ exponents of the 
national will. So in the past 
year when Belgium, like other 
countries, has had to face grave 
economic’ difficulties, the throne 
has been the rallying point for 
patriotic effort and the triumph- 
ant, solution of the country’s 
problem. ‘With it all political 
progress has not been impeded. 
‘To-day the important Socialist 
Opposition is as solid, for the 
throne and the country’s integr- 
ity as its Catholie-Liberal 
fountrymen in the Government. 
‘A King who could so command 
‘and maintain the affectionate 
‘esteem of his people through so 
bewildering a series of vicissi- 
{udes and anxieties, ‘must be

to weigh the deeds and thoughts 
of men. The world of culture 
has lost a discriminating and 
enthusiastic patron. Europe 
loses a monarch whose states- 
manship had been proved and 
was ever at the service of peace- 
making. Belgium mourns a 
ruler who had kept her firmly 
entrenched in the stability of 
onstitutionalism. Fortunately 
is training has extended to his 
son who, as Duke of Brabant 
and the husband of a greatly 
heloved Swedish princess, has 
already played his part in 
Belgian affairs.

Steamer Sinks Near Hankow: 
‘About 400 Drowned 


Shanghai, Feb. 14. 

About 400 persons are believed 
to have been drowned last Monday 
‘morning, when the Chinese steamer, 
Fuyuan’ sank at Tushuenkow on 
tne Yangtze, ten miles from. Han- 
kow, according to @ brief Chineso| 
telegram published here yesterday. 

‘The steamer, carrying general 
lcargo and more than 400 passeng- 
fers, left Hankow for Chimakow on 
Sunday ‘night. ‘The accident occur 
red the steamer had gone on 
/a shoal in the early hours of Mon- 
day. Though details of the disas- 
ter are lacking, it was believed here. 
yesterday that the steamer. must| 
Have Taken a heavy ist and ‘ap- 
sized.

She started the idea of 
placing poor oye of the Bast 
ind of London in training ships 
for the Navy and Merchant Ser- 
vice and, as readers of that 
Victorian’ “novelist, Walter 
Besant, will recall, it was from 
her inspiration that the Peopl 
Palace came into existence in 
Mile End. There came the con- 
nection with technical educa- 
tion. A technical school, which 
was part of the amenities of the 
People's Palace, was develo} 
under ‘the enthusiastic leade 
ship of social workers. Tt attain- 
ed to an importance admitted 
‘even by those stern critics, the 
educational experts, so that in 
1907, as the East London College, 
it became one of the five big 
polytechnies in London. 


Under the influence of the 
London County Couneil which, 
‘ag everyone knows, was greatly 
stimulated by the Fabian So- 
ciety, now coming to the fiftieth 
years of its foundation, technical 
education received more formal 
support. The London School 
Board, which was an important 
Body ‘running the | elementary 
education of the Metropolis un- 
der the Act of 1870, was not 
slow to perceive the advantages 
of instruction which went be- 
yond the scope of three R's 
Manual training became a sub- 
ject which the London School 
Board felt should be taught, not 
merely as a. means of making 
Doys useful in amateur carpen- 
try, but asa guide to co- 
ordinating the mind with the 
fiand and the eye. This sounds, 
in the 20th century, very el 
mentary. But in the 19th century 
it, was very difficult for the ex- 
ponents of manual training, to 
convinee their crities that they 
were not just turning out 
makers of those appalling fret- 
work photograph frames, fret- 
work horses and carts, which en- 
joyed a ephemeral adoration in 
the houses of the proletariat of 
the age. 



































Later on, another kind of tech 
nical education was sponsored by 
the School Board under the name 
of Domestic Economy.’ Here 
again’ the same opposition was 
felt, Even well on into the 








20th century the successors of 
‘the London School Board had to 
write to indignant parents offi- 
cial letters informing them that 
instruction in domestic economy 
was part of the curriculum laid 
}down by the Board of Edueation 
and did not imply an intention to 
turn the elementary schoolgirl 
into a laundry worker merely be- 
cause laundry work was one of 
the subjects of instruction, or a 
Jeook merely because cookery 
was another. It must be ad- 
mitted, in defence of the work- 
ing classes, that London magis- 
trates were not particularly help- 
ful to education and more than 
fone dictum from the Bench ex- 
[pressed impatience at the idea of 
‘the ratepayers’ money being ex- 
pended on teaching a girl house- 














‘wifery, laundry work or cookery. 
‘Yet those same old gentlemen in 
the privacy of their clubs prob- 


ably held forth with great dign- 
ity on the absurdity of teaching 
‘French and the piano in the ele- 
mentary schools and thundered 
out some gorgeous platitude 
about the simple virtues of the 
‘three R’s as items of instruction 
for the lower classes. 

‘That is jumping ahead a lit. 
tle, because before technical 
education came into its own in 
England it had to deal with Par- 
iament itself. ‘The hero, or the 
villain of the’ piece was a Local 
Government Board auditor who, 
discovering that the London 
School Board were maintaining 
higher grade schools where 
manual training was taught, 
pounced on this item in the 
‘School Board budget and prompt- 
ly disallowed it. This meant that 
the members ‘of the London 
‘School Board, who were elected 
just as Members of Parliament 
were elected, would be fi 
cially responsible for that expon- 
diture, ‘This brought technical 
education very much to the fore. 
The auditor's objection was up- 
held in the now famous judgment 
‘of Rex v. Cockerton, of 1901, and 
the next year, Mr. Balfour, 
ashe than was, induced the 
Houses of Parliament to pass the 
Elementary Education Act of 
1902, e 

‘That Bill attracted undeserved 
attention because, as usual, of 
‘an almost minor matter. Among 
provisions it dealt with t 
problem of the Church Schools 
vhich, although the pioneers of 
lementary education, had na- 
turally failen off in esteem owing 
to the superior equipment of the 
Board Schools which came into 
existence under the. Act of 
|1870. “Mr, Balfour’s Act arrang- 
ed for substantial assistance to 
Chureh Schools 
ents to be made 
reservation of their in- 
dividuality under certain restric 
tive conditions. The Act was 
assailed from two quarters. On 
the Church side the provision 
for simple Bible instruction to be 
[given in the elementary schools, 
under a clause known as the 
Cowper-Temple Clause, was criti- 
cized as exposing the children 
of England to non-religious in- 
fluences. On the Nonconformist 
side, the financial assistance pro- 
mised to the Church Schools 
was regarded as an unfair en- 
dowment of the State religion. 
For the first time in E 
Political history the term “pas- 
sive resister” was used and pas- 
sive resistance was led by that 
volatile Nonconformist preacher 
jand politician, Dr. John Clifford.

In the midst of all this politi 
jal agitation sight was lost of 
one of thé most important 
aspects of this Bill. It abolish- 
led the School Boards, but it also
